Water shortages in other com- 
munities have drawn attention 
locally to the town’s source of 
supply at Haggetts pond where 
the water is now 57 inches below 
the high level, a drop of one inch 
during November. When at the 
high level any excess water flows 
over the spillway into Fish brook. 


While many wells in the town 
have gone dry and while some 
other places are placing restric- 
tions on the use of water, officials 
here see no cause for taking any 
action toward curtailment. 

Two years ago the water at Hag- 
getts was down almost to the same 
level that it is today and despite 
all the snow that fell that winter, 
did not get back to normal height 
until the following spring. 

Haggetts, the surface of which 
covers 


most of its supply from springs | 


and only a small amount from the 
water shed in that area.

$335,273 Budget 


Sought By Schools 


Sum Is $19,000 More 
Than 1949 — Per Pupil 
Cost Is Reduced $7 


A school budget of $335,273 for 
next year was adopted by the 
school committee at Monday 
night’s meeting. : 


Although this sum it $19,000 
greater than the $312,244 appro- 
priated for the school department 
at the town meeting last March, 
the per pupil cost has been greatly 
reduced for the coming year. 


This is brought about by the 
much larger school attendance and 
only a comparatively small in- 
crease in the budget. 


For 1949 the schools with 1535 
pupils were operated at a cost of 
$183 each. For 1950 the number 
of pupils has increased to 1654 
(its present number) for which the 
cost will be $176 each. 


While the $19,000 increase in 
the budget is asked by the depart- 
ment the amount is due to no new 
innovations but to teachers sal- 
aries, the staff having been in- 
creased by four since the last bud- 
get was adopted. 


At the same time the depart- 
ment which showed receipts last 
year of $34,545, will have receipts 
this coming year of about $43,890. 


New Developments 
In Phone Discussed 


J. Russell Dolan, manager of 
the Lawrence district of the N. B. 
Tel. & Tel. Co., entertained mem- 
bers of the Andover Service club 
last Thursday night with an inter- 
esting and instructive discussion 
of the new developments in the 
telephone. His talk was _ illus- 
lustrated by two films, one on 
television and the other on the 
new operator toll dialing system. 


The Bell system, Mr. Dolan 
said, is 73 years old this year. In 
that time it has grown to where 
it now has 32,850,000 phones 
serviced by 131,241,000 miles of 
wire which carry an average of 
154,500,000 conversations daily. 


Further illustrating the growth 
of the service he mentioned that 
today there are phones in auto- 
mobiles, boats, airplanes and 
trains, and conversations can be 
carried on between auto and air- 
plane. This is done by the use of 
coaxial cable and radio.

About Atomic Energy 

The League of Women Voters 
gathered in the library of Abbot 
academy last Thursday afternoon 
to hear Louise McDowell, retired 
professor of physics at Wellesley 
college, talk about atomic energy. 
Mrs. Peter McKee introduced the 
speaker. 

Miss McDowell urged that civil- 
fan control of atomic energy be 
maintained, since the peacetime 
possibilities of atomic power are 
of equal or superior importance 
to its military aspects. To medi- 
cine, to the science of nutrition, 
and eventually to industry, atomic 
power will give the greatest ad- 
vances that have occurred in a 
century of research. Also, she 
pointed out that atomic physicists 
were hampered by unnecessary 
security restrictions, both in their 
personal lives and in their work.

Would Continue Track 


Donald D. Dunn, director of phys- 
ical education and coach of track. 
His letter, which gives most of the 
reasons for continuing track: as a& 
major sport, is as follows: 


“In answer to your request a8 
continuing or discontinuing track 
in Punchard High school, this let- 
ter is hereby submitted. 


“It is my belief that track has 
a place in any physical education 
program, both intramural and in- 
terscholastic. 


“7 further believe if the funds 
are not available and any sport 
becomes a burden it should either 
have funds made available or 
dropped. 


‘Track is more of an individual 
sport although the team element 
is present under various condi- 
tions. There are certain individ- 
uals who are not fitted for strictly 
team athletics; either physically 
or emotionally. Track then is 
what Punchard has offered these 
boys in the past. 


“One of the rules of the school 
(and one which has my complete 
endorsement) is that no boy may 
compete in two major sports at 
the same time. With the introduc- 
tion of track through the fall, 
winter, and spring seasons, there 
exists a direct conflict with the 
three previously mentioned major 
|sports. The number of available 
boys in a school of this size is ob- 
viously insufficient for supplying 
well-balanced teams in two flelds 
of sport during the same season. 
To the majority of high school 
boys, victory in athletic competi- 
tion is quite as important as par- 
ticipation. Mediocre teams, spread 
thinly over a broader surface of 
the school program, would never 
mean so much to them as would 
a reasonably successful team in 
one major sport. 


“Due to economic and home 
conditions many boys are not able 
to put the time required into the 
team type sport. This, they can 
do in track because the bulk of 
the training can be accomplished 
during their regular physical edu- 
cation period or through assign- 
ment at home. By eliminating 
track this boy is not being given 


“It seems to me that those wiio 
favor track as a substitute for boys 
unable to engage in the other 
sports are overlooking several im- 
portant factors: (1) Track is a 
taxing sport, not a leisurely pas- 
time, (2) there is a well-developed 
program of intra-mural sports for 
those who choose it, and (3) the 
present extent of our curricular 
physical education program is 
considerably greater than prevails

Water In Haggetts

According to a 1945 report of 
engineers who made a study of 
the supply, the water level.can be 
6 feet below the 
present high water mark without 
creating undesirable suction lift 
for pumps or otherwise harming 
the pond as a water supply. 


In common with other eastern 
communities there was a severe 
drain on the local water supply 
all last summer due to the lack of 
rain which caused an excessive 
amount to be drawn for sprink- 
ling: lawns and watering gardens. 

There has been little rain this 
fall to replenish the supply. The 
pond, which was about 48 inches 
below the high level last summer, 
was being drained off for several 
successive days at the high rate 
of more than 3 million gallons 
daily. Normal pumping in sum- 
mer is about 1,700,000 gallons. 
Just about the time restrictions 
were being considered, a heavy 
rain came and reduced the amount 
of daily consumption. 


Pumping now has dropped to 
about 1,200,000 gallons daily and 
the pond has been dropping until 
it is down to its present height of 
57 inches below the high level. 
The springs are keeping up very 
close to the daily consumption so 
that the shrinkage during No- 
vember was only one inch. 

Some idea of the amount of 
water needed in the town may be 
gained from records of the water 
department. Up to about 13 years 
ago the annual consumption had 
never reached 400 million gallons. 
Last year it went over the 500 
million mark, and this year it had 
reached that figure by Dec. 1. 
From present indications it will 
reach approximately 540 million 
gallons for 1949, a figure which is 
85 million more than the record 
mark of last year.
